The prior art of record (most comprehensive prior art of record to Kitai et al (U.S. 
Pat. No. 5725801)) teaches an electroluminescent red emitting phosphor compound 
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having a formulation Ga2- x -yln x Euy03 where x is in the range from about 0.01 to about 
0.4 and y is greater than zero and spans the range in which it is soluble in Ga 2 - X - 
yln x Euy0 3 . 

Claim(s) 2-4 are allowable because of their dependency status from Claim 1 . 

B. Claim(s) 5-1 1 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record (most comprehensive prior art of record to Kitai et al (U.S. 
Pat. No. 5725801 )) teaches an electroluminescent display device 20 having: a) a 
dielectric layer (30) having a front surface, a back surface and a conducting electrode 
(32) on the back surface thereof; b) an electroluminescent red emitting phosphor film 
(28) having a formulation Ga2- x - y ln x Eu y 03 where x is in the range 0.01 to 0.4, y is greater 
than zero and spans the range in which it is soluble in Ga2- x -yln x Euy03, said phosphor 
film being disposed on the front surface of said dielectric layer (30); and c) a 
substantially transparent electrode (24) disposed on an outer surface of said phosphor 
film. 

Claim(s) 6-1 1 are allowable because of their dependency status from Claim 5. 

C. Claim(s) 12-23 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record (most comprehensive prior art of record to Kitai et al (U.S. 
Pat. No. 5725801)) teaches an electroluminescent display device (20) having a 
phosphor layer (28) made from the compound Ga 2 - x -yln x Euy0 3 , Eu.sub.yO.sub.3 in 
which x is in the range from 0.01 to 0.4 and y is greater than zero and spans the range 
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in which it is soluble in Ga2- x -yln x Euy03, at least one dielectric insulating layer (30, 26) 
disposed adjacent said phosphor layer (28) and first and second electrodes (24, 32) 
disposed on opposite sides of said phosphor layer (28) with said at least one dielectric 
insulating layer (30, 26) disposed therebetween, at least one said electrode (24) being 
substantially transparent. 

Claim(s) 13-23 are allowable because of their dependency status from Claim 12. 
D. Claim(s) 24-26 are allowed over the prior art of record. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art of record (most comprehensive prior art of record to Kitai et al (U.S. 
Pat. No. 5725801 )) teaches a method of producing electroluminescence comprising 
providing an electroluminescent phosphor (28) made from the compound Ga2- X - 
y ln x Euy0 3 in which x is in the range from 0.01 to 0.4 and y is greater than zero and 
spans the range in which it is soluble in Ga2- x - y ln x Eu y 03and applying an effective 
voltage across said electroluminescent, phosphor to develop an electric field. 

Claim(s) 25-26 are allowable because of their dependency status from Claim 24.
